Pacific revenues, 
Despite these great increases 
two years, Canada’s two 
major railways still will be short 
of cash to cover rising operating 
expenses precipitated by post-war 
inflationary trends, the board said 
The board's expected decision in 
favor of the railways was made by 
assistant chief commissioner Hugh 
Wardrop. His ruling was backed 
up by commissioners F, M. Mac- 
Pherson, while a third and separate 
ruling by commissioner H, B, Chase 
also favored the boost. 
ADMIT ERROR 

In the judgments, the board ad- 
mitted it had erred last March in 
failing to grant the railwe the 
full 20 per cent increase over 1948 
rates that they requested 

At that time, the board said, it 
was willing to grant sufficient of 
an increase to give the CPR 
enough revenues to cover a $239,- 
971,700 deficiency in its 1949 oper- 
ations. Whatever would be given 
the CPR, called the “yardstick” 
raitway, would apply to the CNR 
and subsidiary lines as well. 


The railways appealed the ruling 


levels, it wasn't enough 
the CPR deficiency. It fell short 
by $7,609,861, the railways said. 
“These judgments, which are 
short, will speak for themselves,” 
said Wardrop. “The effect of both 
of them, however, is to recognize 
the contention of the Railway Asso- 
ciation that the board erred in not 
granting the full 20 per cent.” 
MAY SEEK MORE 
The board simply issued an order 
striking out “16 per cent” in its 
March 1 ruling, and substituting “20 
per cent,”
